Bio  Dept.  Makes  Discovery

PUC  Police  Chief  Glennis  O’Conor  said, 
“We’ll  nail  anyone  that  doesn’t  obey  this  pol¬ 
icy.” 

In  other  related  committee  business,  members 
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approved  arate  hike  for  the  parking  permits.  All 
students  will  be  required  to  purchase  a  $15.00 
permit  each  year  whether  they  park  on  campus  or 
not.  O’Conor  explained  that  this  was  a  way  to 
keep  vagrants  off  the  PUC  campus.  “Every  stu¬ 
dent  will  have  to  have  his  parking  permit  on  his 


person  at  all  times.  My  police  squids,  I  mean 
officers,  have  full  authority  to  stop  any  suspi¬ 
cious  looking  person  and  ask  to  see  the  permit.” 

Permits  for  the  summer  and  fall  1988  semes¬ 
ters  go  on  sale  Monday,  May  16, 1988.

“We  don’t  know  what  the  state  department  of 
education  requires  anymore  for  teacher  certifi¬ 
cation,”  said  Dr.  Johnny-Be-Good-Davis,  offi¬ 
cial  state  certifier  in  the  PUC  department  of 
education,  at  a  convocation  of  education  depart¬ 
ment  faculty  and  students. 

“We’re  tired  of  trying  to  keep  up  with  their 
changes.

“They  just  can’t  make  up  their  minds  and  I 
can’t  take  it  anymore.  I’ve  only  been  the  official 
state  certifier  for  one  year  and  I’m  ready  for  a 
nervous  breakdown.  I  don’t  want  to  be  blamed 
when  our  students  don’t  receive  their  teaching 
certificates.” 

Education  department  head  chairperson  Donna 
Douglas  Delphi  said,  W”We  had  a  joint  meeting 
of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education 
Advisory  Committees  and  the  students  and  fac¬ 
ulty  members  have  chosen  methods  for  deter¬ 


mining  certification  requirements.

The  PUC  Biology  and  Chemistry  departments 
are  joining  together  for  a  group  project  on  the 
study  of  extreme  disfunctoryarmpitulitis,  more 
commonly  known  as  body  odor. 

A  grant  from  the  federal  department  of  PHEW 
will  enable  graduate  students  to  investigate  the 
effect  of  specific  education  programs  and  career 
choices  on  the  amount  of  body  odor  a  person 
emits. 

A  biology  professor  who  chose  to  remain 
anonymous  said,  “In  a  random  sampling  of
